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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Since the proposed amendments only conrect 
typographical errors, the amendments will be entered, but do not overcome the rejections set forth in the Office Action sent October 19, 
2006. 

While the applicant argues that the combination of Fukuda and Bulovic does not lead to a light emitting layer with a hole transport material 
as a host material, the examiner asserts that Bulovic does (in column 6, lines 50-55) that TPD (the material Fukuda uses as a hole 
transport layer) is a suitable host material for a light-emitting layer. Additionally, while the applicant argues that the luminescent layer 
includes the hole transporting material as a host material, leading to certain advantages not dislcosed by Fukuda or Bulovic, the examiner 
asserts that while the claims are directed to a display panel where the luminescent layer has a hole transporting material as a host 
material, even if the claims were directed to a display where the luminescent layer has the hole transporting material as a host material. 
Bulovic does disclose TPD as a a hole transporting material and host material. Finally, While the applicant argues, with respect to claim 
35, that the references do not disclose a luminescent layer with both an electron transporting materila and hole transporting material as 
host materials, the examiner would like to note especially fig 1 3 of Bulovic showing a mixture of Alq3 and TPD as a host material. 
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
